WASHINGTON, Nov. 23.— 


(AP)—The. text of the White 
_ House debt statement follows: 

The following are the president's 
views upon the debt situation: 

The ‘communications submitted by 
a number of governments’ in sub- 
stance request that their war debts to 
the United States should be again 
reviewed ; that our  governnient 
should enter into an exchange of 
views on this subject, and that during 
the period of such a conference there 
should be a suspension of the pay- 
ments due to the United States on 
December 15 next. 

This presents a problem which 
merits thoughtful consideration of the 
American people. To avoid misun- 
derstanding it seems desirable to sum- 
marize briefly the complex questions 
and the policies consistently followed 
by the United States in respect to 
these debts and my views as to the 
course which should be pursued. 

1. These debts were created, and 
posal of the borrowers, no doubt in 
good faith, and the assumption of the 
government of the United States that 
they were actual loans which would 
be repaid.

must not he disregardéd. Other na- 
tions have their budgetary problems. 

Other peoplé are heavily 
burdened with taxés. are our 
people, 

I have stated on many occasions 
my opposition to cancellation. Fur- 
thermore, I do not feel that the Amer- 
ican people should be ealled upon to 
make further sacrifices. I have held, 
however, that advantages to us could 
be found by other forms of tangible 
compensation than cash, such as ex- 
pansion of markets for products of 
American agriculture and labor. There 
are other possible compensations in 
economic relations which might be 
developed on study which would con- 
tribute to recovery of prices and 
trade. Such compensations could be 
made mutually advantageous. These 
things might serve to overcome diffi- 
culties of exchange in some countries 
and to meet the question of inability 
of some of them otherwise to pay. 

The yworld economic conference will 
convene in a few months to deal with 
matters of the deepest import to eco- 
nomic recovery of the world and of 
ourselves as well. A world disarma- 
ment conference is now in progress. 
And I must reiterate that the problem 
of foreign debts has in the American 
mind very definite relationship to the 
problem of disarmaments and the con- 
tinuing burden which competitive ar- 
maments impose upon us and the rést 
of the world.

LONDON, Noy. 23.—(4)—Presi- 
dent Hoover's war debt statement in 
Washington today was described in 
highest British sources as “not at all 
unsatisfactory.” 


An authoritative spokesman placed 
emphasis on the president's assertion 
that ‘no facts’have been presented by 
the debtor governments which would 
justify” suspension by the United 
“+ va of the payments due December 


The British government’ will im- 
mediately lay before the United States 
ample facts which, from the British 
point of view, would justify such an 
extension. 

Some surprise at this British view- 
point was expressed in other quarters, 
where the Hoover statement was 
taken to mean definitely that suspen- 
sion of the December 15 payments 
had been refused, These commentators 
accepted the president’s statement to 
the effect that the case for suspension 
had not been proved as a mere ex- 
planatory remark. 

The government will make no for- 
mal announcement of its position un- 
til a reply has been received from the 
United States to the British note ask- 
ing for a suspension of the December 
payment and for review of the debt 
question. As soon as the American 
note has been received the British 
case for suspension probably will be 
explained in full at Weshinatid. 

Before the president’s announce- 
ment was received here Neville 
Chamberlain, chancellor of the ex- 
chequer made a luncheon address in 
which he said he saw no reason for 
worrying about the strength of the 
pound because of the uncertainty of 
the outcome of the debt negotiations. 

“We have requested a_ provisional 
suspension of payment while the mat- 
ter is under discussion bétween the 
two governments,” he said. “I don’t 
think that is an unreasonable pro- 
posal. 

“There is no doubt that the similar 
suspension of reparation payments 
agreed upon at Lausanne had an im- 
mediate effect in  steadying public 
opinion in all the European financial 
centers, and that it helped to create 
conditions favorable for the final 
agreement which was reached there.”

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| Cancellation Aim Is Seen 
3° By George in Debt Appeal 


‘Opposition to Postpone- 
ment of Payments Due 
From European Nations.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 23.—Ex-. 
pressing firm opposition to a_ post- 
ponement of European debt payments 
due this country in December, Sena- 
tor Walter F. George, of Georgia, to- | 
day said that, in his judgment, the 
compelling reason which actuated the 
debtors to request a postponement was 
that “they might he relieved of the) 
debts outright.” | 

As a member of both the finance. 
and foreign relations committees of 
the upper chamber, Senator George 
can speak with some authority on the 
international debts question. He was 
one of a small group of democratic 
leaders who discussed the debt situa- 
tion with President-elect Roosevelt 
last night, and he also was called into 
conference with President Hoover | 
this morning to discuss both interna- | 
tional and domestic finance matters. 

“The request of European debtors | 
now hefore the president,’ said the 
senator. “‘may be separted into two) 
parts. First, postponement of debt 
payments due in December, and, see- | 
ond, reconsideration of the war debts | 
themselves. 

“The payment of $95.000,000 by 
Great Britain on December 15 does | 
not support the fear ao ga con- 

sterling. But a 
most appropriate step by which the 
objective of the debtors may be ac- 
complished is the revival of the debt 
commission. 

“We have just passed through a po- 
litical campaign. Generally, the mem-| 
bers of the congress have committed | 
themselves against cancellation, furth- | 
er reduction or the extension of the 
moratorium. It seems reasonable 
suppose that the congress will deny | 
the request for postponement. It is 
likewise reasonably certain that a 
forced decision on the request for re- 
examination of the whole debt prob- | 
lem will he denied. | 

Individual Dealing Practical. 

“In the funding of the war debts. 
the debtor nations were dealt with | 
individually. Persuasive if not con- 
trolling reasons likewise require that | 
if the debt of any European nation | 
is to be re-examined the problem is an_ 
individual one, Manifestly, the eca- | 
pacity to pay ia one case may not | 
be in exact measure the capacity to 
pay. in another case. Additional rea- | 
sons why the request to postpone the | 
December payments and the plea for | 
reconsideration of the debts them- | 
be denied is found in| 
the pressing need of our government | 
of the United States and of the con-| 
dition of the treasury is imperative. | 
It is believed, and the belief rests | 
upon substantial foundation, that our | 
budgt will not justify the postpone- 
ment of payments due from the Eu- 
ropean debtor nations at this time. | 
The total of these payments, if made. | 
will represent less than one half of | 
the actual charge against the treas- | 
ry and against the American tax- | 
payer because the interests upon | 
government bonds issued and sold for 
the purpose of providing the money | 
advanced to the debtors exceeds the | 
amount of the payments’ which may | 
be expected from the debtors in De- | 
cember.” 

The Georgian explained that if, in. 
any case, a re-examination of the debt 
is justified, the approach should be 


to |

view with sympathy but with com- 
mon sense, 

“Undoubtedly,” continued the sena- 
tor, “the case for the American tax- 
payer should he re-stated and care- 
fully understood because more than 
three billion dollars advanced by the | 
United States to European debtors 
was used for domestic reconstruction. | 
The amount may be much larger. The | 
sum. used for industrial and agricul- | 
fural rehabilitation, whatever it is, | 
must stand on substantially the same | 
hasis as loans made to Europe on ' 
private account, The sum advanced | 
each debtor for domestic reconstruc- | 
tion should, in justice to the Ameri- | 
can taxpayer, bear approximately the 
rate of interest charged for the ad- | 
vances on private account. | 

Debt Reduced Greatly. | 

On a basis of 5 per cent under the 
terms of the debt funding agreement, 
all of the debtors combined have 
agreed to pay us slightly less than 49 
per cent of the total of the sums due. 
On a 4 1-4 per cent basis, a little 
more than 43 per cent of the total 
of the debts due us was cancelled. 
Even on a 4 1-4 per cent basis, Great 
Britain and six other countries re- 
ceived, a reduction of approximately 
0 per cent; Belgium and France ap- 
proximately 53 per cent; Greece about 
67 per rent and Italy a little over @5 
per cent, It is not clear that advances 
ysed for domestic reconstruction have 
in anv instance been definitely as- 
certained. 

“Notwithstanding the explicit terms 
of the act creating the debt funding 
commission, the debts were funded 
and the settlements arranged on the 
basis of each country’s ability to pay. 
The infallibility of the findings of 
the commission, of course, cannot be 
asserted. The application of this 
principle in the Dawes and Young 
agreements need not be traced. Che 
application of the principle, conced- 
ing its fairness from the pro-Amer!- 
ean standpoint, involves the so-called 
transfer problem. Reference is made 
to the capacity to pay doctrine with 
its implications for the purpose of 
emphasizing the applicabiluity of the 
rinciple in the process of repaying 
tna made to European nations and 
their nationals on private account.

Early Views of President- 
Elect Reflect Expected

NEW YORK, Nov. 23.—(UP)— 
Hope for American co-operation with 
Japan in the Far East is held by stu- 
dents of foreign affairs who recall 
President-elect Roosevelt's article writ-

The president-elect has not express- 
ed himself on the subject of Americas 
Far East policy recently. In 1925. 
after service as assistant secretary. of 
the navy, he wrote with full knowledge 
of the activities of the two powers. 
He held that the “post-war period” 
offered a “magnificent opportunity” 
for the two nations to co-operate. _

Searchlight Beam Carries Voices 


24 Miles ‘Across Adirondack‘Hills 


LAKE DESOLATION, N. Y., Nov. 
23.—(P)—A searchlight beam flung 
the the voices of men across. the 
Adirondack foothills last night in the 
first recorded experiment in long- 
distance “narrowcasting.” 

A 30-inch mirror on a mountain 
side collected the rays of the search- 
light which twinkled faintly on the 
horizon at Schenectady, 24 miles 
away. Out of the beam of light came 
impulses which passed through a spe- 
cial receiving set and emerged as hu- 
man voices. | 

John Bellamy Taylor, who devel- 
oped the system of “narrowcasting,” 
was interviewed on the subject of the 
experiment by Heywood Broun, news- 
paper columnist. The unwavering 
beam of light was the “telephone 
wire” over which their voices passed 
as in an ordinary telephone conver- 
sation. Taylor was on the hillside 
near Lake Desolation and Broun on 
the roof of one of the General Elec- 
tric buildings at Schenectady. 

“Do you suppose it might be pos- 
sible in 50 or 100 years to commu- 
nicate with Mars over a light ray?’ 
came Broun’s question over the 
searchlight beam. 

“It might be within the range cf 
possibility,” Taylor replied, “but one 


difficulty would be how to inform the 
Martians what apparatus to set up.” 

James Link, Lake Desolation trap- 
per, had his first conversation with 
the “outside world” 
ray. He told the scientists in Schenec- 
tady it was “getting mighty cold” up 
here. 

The longest previous light ray con- 
versation took place last spring be- 
tween Schenectady and the navy 
dirigible Los Angeles two miles away.

If I have been contumacious, 
which I do not admit and cannot see, 
I sincerely regret it, for it was my 
purpose to obey scrupulously the sen- 
tence of this conference.”

SMALL CONSUMER, 
EXPERT TESTIFIES

efforts to the witness stand and in an 
advisory capacity to the company’s 
lawyers, Judge Walter T. Colquitt and 
Robert B. Troutman, Wednesday aft- 
ernoon assumed the role of legal coun- 
sel and put to Reed the questions 
which brought answers concerning the 
expert’s views on the service charge. 
Eight Tables Presented. 


Reed presented to the commission a 
set of eight different tables of figures 
which showed that if new rate sched- 
ules are adopted, which the power 
company holds will be mandatory in 
the event the service charge is 
dropped, the smaller consumers of 
power will be forced to pay a gen- 
erally higher rate and the larger con- 
sumers will not appreciably benefit, 
if the company is to earn the same 
return on the investment of its stock- 
holders it now receives. 

The expert explained these figures 
in detail and submitted them to the 
commission for further study. All of 
these schedules, Reed said, were of 
his own making and were made from 
the viewpoint of one interested in 
bringing about the best rate from a 
customer’s viewpoint. 

“T have not considered the company 
in making these various schedules, ex- 
cept to see that they bring in the 
same amount of revenue that is now 
produced,” Reed said in answer to one 
question from Arkwright. 

“The customers, especially the small- 
er customers of the company,” Reed 
went on, “would be better served if 
the flat or service charge is increased 
if a change is to be made in the 
present rate schedule and the revenue 
of the company is not to be decreased. 

Small Users Would Save. . 

“In the first place, the small cus- 
tomers, those really needing reductions, 
those paying bills of from $5.50 to 
$5. will receive reductions instead of 
increases if the flat or service charge 
is increased instead of being eliminat- 
ed. This group comprises from 20 to 
25 per cent of the customers of the 
Georgia Power Company and using 
anproximately 25 per cent of the elec- 
tric energy sold by the company. 

“The present bills of a _ second 
group of customers, comprising about 
40 per cent of the total served by the 
company, would not be materially af- 
fected either by eliminating the service 
charge, lowering it or increasing it. 
However, this group in. the event of 
an increase in the service charge would 
be benefitted by the offer of additional 
energy to all consumers at the rate of 
three cents per kilowatt hour instead 
of at the rate of five cents. This group 
also would be benefitted by the fluctu- 
ation between winter and summer bills. 
On the other hand, if the service 
charge is eliminated it will be neces- 
sary to put a large part of this group 
back on the old nine-cent per kilowatt 
hour rate and this would affect the 
winter and summer sales of the com- 
pany, thereby decreasing the revenue 
from this group and making it neces- 
sary for other groups to provide ad- 
ditional revenue in order that the com- 
pany might maintain its present in- 
come,” 

Would Cut Sales. 


In answer to another question from 
President Arkwright, Reed declared 
that the elimination of the present 
flat or service charge and the substitu- 
tion of a higher meter rate would tend 
to reverse the cycle which has built 
up the remarkable sales of power in 
Georgia and would tend to bring about 
generally higher rates all over the 
state. 7 

It is the contention of the com- 
pany that the use of the service charge 
has increased the sale of power and 
thereby, by producing a greater total 
sales, lessened the cost per kilowatt 
hour. 

_“QOn the other hand, the use of the 
higher service charge,” Reed continued, 
“with its three-cent energy rate would 
further tend to build up sales and help 
to bring about further future rate re- 
ductions when times improve.” 

The New Yorker proved an inter- 
esting witness, the large group of spec- 
tators in the hall of the house of 
representatives, where the hearings are 
being held, paying closer attention to 
his testimony than to any other of- 
fered. 

Mayson Questions Witness.

For the 19th time Atlanta has been 
selected as the meeting place for the 
North Georgia Methodist conference’s 
annual session. Since 1867 the Meth- 
odist hosts have assembled here, with 
their numbers increasing from year 
to year. North Georgia Methodists at 
that time numbered 38,211. At this 
date that number has increased to 
265,000. In 1830 all Georgia and Flor- 


ida were separated from the South 
Carolina conference, and constituted 
the Georgia conference. In 1844 the 
Florida conference was set up, and the 
Georgia conference continued intact 
until 1866. No other Georgia city has 
entertained the annual gathering so 
often as Atlanta. From 1884 to 1900 
the sessions were held elsewhere; but, 
since 1918, save for two years, the 
body has met here each year. Bishop 
Warren A. Candler has been the pre- 
siding bishop more times than any 
other one man, having presided seven 
times. Rev. J. W. Heidt served as sec- 
retary for more years than any other, 
having officiated in that capacity 33 
years. Rev. George W. Barrett, of 
Rockmart, the present secretary, has 
served eight years, and will probably 
be re-elected again tonight at the 
opening session.

Methodist preachers, iaymen and 
visitors like to come to Atlanta for 
their annual sessions, and there are 
many reasons why. Atlanta always 
gives ’em a giad hand, and treats ’em 
royally. Then Atlanta is the center 
of everything, and all roads lead this 
way. Good hotels, good stores, good 
facilities at hand for every need. 
Everybody has kinsfolk here, and 
conference meets just before Santa 
Claus time. Very few preachers ob- 
ject to being appointed as pastors of 
Atlanta churches, In fact, so many 
of them like it so well, it has been 
said that many preachers hope, when 
they die, to go to heaven by way of 
Atlanta.

The veteran engineer on Tuesday 
had laid the groundwork for his esti- 
mate when he told of the work he 
and nine associates had done in Geor- 
gia over the properties of the com- 
pany.

Definite Value Sought. 


In cross-examining the witness, 
Kelley sought to get him to fix a 
definite value on real estate, build- 
ings, power plants, lines and other 
properties but Professor Riggs re- 
fused to fix any valuation other than 
on the total holdings. 

“As a matter of fact, you do not 
know the value of any unit of the 
company?”

“Well, that is about all,” Profes- 
sor Biggs replied. “You know we had 
only a month to do our work, and, in 
my opinion, it would take from a year 
to a year and a half to get the job 
done right.” 

City Attorney Mayson, in taking 
up the questioning, asked Professor 
Riggs if he had not made a survey 
of the Carolina Power and Light 
Company in South Carolina. 

Survey Under Way. 

The witness replied that he had 
made such a survey, and that it was 
still under way. 

Mayson asked if he had not submit- 
ted a preliminary estimate of the val- 


uation of that company’s 


fixing it at $14.000,000, and the wit- 
ness answered in the affirmative.

Roosevelt interpreted a reiteration of 
the assertion he made in nis telegram 
accepting the president’s invitation to 
a conference as indicating that he not 
only regarded immediate debt  deci- 
sions as problems to be met by the 
present congress and the chief execu- 
tive, but as a further signal that he 
did not wish to be regarded as at- 
tempting to dictate to the present 
congress. 

Mr. Roosevelt said he was in com- 
plete accord with President Hoover 
in the view that the debts were ac- 
tual loans made with the intention 
that they would be repaid; that they 
should be considered individually and 
not collectively; that settlements 
should take int» consideration ca- 
pacity to pay, and that the debts had 
no relation to reparations. 

An advantage in handling the debt 
problem through regular diplomatic 
channels, he said, was “that any one 
of the debtor nations may at any time 
bring to the attention of the goy- 
ernment of the United States new 
conditions and facts affecting any 
phase of the indebtedness.”

To See Joseph Stalin 

MOSCOW, Nov. 23.—(#)—The 
mother of Tom Mooney, a white- 
haired woman of 84, who has come 
to Russia with the “revolutionary 
greetings’ of her son, hopes to have 
an audience with Joseph Stalin, 
and indications today were that she 
would succeed. 

Mrs. Mooney is an American 
delegate to the congress of the In- 
ternational Red Aid. Her main 
purpose in coming here was to pre- 
sent a letter from her son to “Com- 
rade Stalin” thanking him for the 
support of Russia’s workers in his 
fight for freedom, The letter was 
written in San Quentin prison. 


FEDERAL SALES TAX 
UPPOSED BY GRANGE 


Organization Also Hits 
Teaching of Communism 
in School. 


WINSTON-SALEM, N. C., Nov. 
23.—(7)—Opposition to a federal 
sales tax, to any reduction in federal 
income taxes and to the issuance of 
bonds to cover current governmental 
expenses was expressed in resolutions 
adopted by the National Grange con- 
vention here today. 


The Grange also advocated safe- 
guards “against teaching of commu- 
nism in public schools,” favored main- 
tenance of the “increase in estate 
taxes and for allowing states to re- 
tain a portion of the tax collected,” 
and asked that users of electricity for 
production of foodstuffs on the farm 
be exempted from the 3 per cent pow- 
er tax. 

Virtually the entire session was 
taken up with the reading and adop- 
tion of reports. Nothing was on to- 
night’s program except a meeting of 
state grange masters. 

Other action taken today included: 

Favored collection of a “limited 
tax” on luxuries; utilization of a state 
income tax as a means of better dis- 
tribution of the tax burden: limita- 
tion of all special assessments against 
real estate; laws to control debts in- 
curred by taxing units; special com- 
modity taxes “particularly on lux- 
uries,” where such additional revenue 
is necessary to replace “large delin- 
quencies existing in property taxes” 
and the elimination of “insufficient 
and unnecessary” units govern- 
ment, 

The Grange opposed the diversion of 
gasoline taxes for purposes other than 
highways and recommended appoint- 
ment of a special tax ecmmittee to 
prepare educational and informational 
programs to acquaint grangers “with 
the tax situation and to work in co- 
operation with other national bodies.’

OUTSTANDING PUBLIC SERVICE. 

An outstanding and unique in- 
stance of improved public service is 
to be found in the record during 
the last six months of the county 
health office under the direction of 
the new county health officer, Dr. 
W. N. Adkins. 

This department has functioned 
for many years in a way that has 
been satisfactory to the people of 
the county, and has served its pur- 
pose without. complaint. But Dr. 
Adkins, with long sanitary and 
health service in the New York 
health department and the army 
during the war, has instituted sys- 
tematic methods which have revo- 
lutionized the work of the depart- 
ment, 

Sanitary inspections by the at- 
taches of the health office increased 
from 496 in the months between 
May and October last year to 
10,336 for the same period this 
year, without an increase in the 
staff of the department. Abate- 
ménts of public nuisances calcu- 
lated to cause epidemics grew from 
187 last year to 3,153 this year. 

No diphtheria inoculations were 
given last year, but 1,807 children 
have through this treatment been 
made safe this year from this ¢eri- 
ous malady of childhood. 

Large areas have been drained to 
remove malaria threats, and many 
of these draining activities have 
opened up valuable land for farming 
purposes. ne 

Under Dr. Adkins’ direction the 
taxpayers have gotten ten times as 
much for every dollar spent for 
health work in the county as they 
have heretofore received. That is 
the kind of improvement in public 
service that the people are now de- 
manding, and which thev have every 
right to expect. : 

It is a record that is unusual in 
that it has been accomplished in a 
smooth and efficient way that has 
caused but little public attention. 
The department, under the direc- 
tion of Dr. Adkins, went to work 
on an efficient, businesslike basis 
and not until-the report of its first 
six months under the new plan of 
operation was announced did the 
remarkable results accomplished be- 
come known. 

The efficient direction of the af- 
fairs of this department by Dr. Ad- 
kins is a shining example of what 
can be done for the public welfare 
when men are placed in office who 
are trained in the duties of their 
positions and who apply themselves 
zealously and faithfully to their re- 
sponsibility.

The complete directions for making 
the cream are as follows: 


Heat four gallons of water and dis- 
solve in it little by little four pounds 
of gum arabic, till a clear mucilage is 
obtained. Heat five gallons of water 
and dissolve in it 19 pounds of laun- 
dry soap chips. Mix the two fhuids. 
After the mixture has cooled a bit, 
work in two pounds of hydrous wool 
fat and finally add four ounces of oil 
of lemon-grass, tc give the cream an 
agreeable odor, and enouzh acid red 
to give it a pink color, or omit scent 
and tint if you prefer. 

The workman scrubs his hands and 
arms, rinses and dries ‘the skin well, 
and rubs in a little of the cream. wip- 
ing off the excess, before he begins 
work. 

Some machine workers find a sim- 
ple mixture of wool fat (lanolin) and 
Olive oil, equal parts, satisfactory. 

Printers and machinists will find 
sawdust and soap mixture better for 
scrubbing the hands than grit clean- 
ers, but in some shops the managers 
object to the use of sawdust or vege- 
table fibre cleaners on the zround that 
these tend to clog the drains more 
than do sand or grit cleaners.

cleaners will find this hand lotion 
helpful in keeping the hands soft and 
white: 

_Dissulve 80 grains of tragacanth 
(in shavings or chips, not powder) 
in a pint of water, by heating and 
stirring constanily till a clear thin 
jelly is obtained.

Georgia Baptist Hospital Founded 
By Broughton 31 Years Ago Today 


On Thanksgiving Day 31 yars ago 
r. Len G. Broughton, who had re- 
cently come to Atlanta as a pastor, 
founded the Georgia Baptist hospital 
—primarily, he explains, for the train- 
ing of Christian nurses. 

Since December 15, 1918, a total of 
15,979 patients have been treated at 
the institution. 

A fact not-generally known is that 
Dr. Broughton, who later served a 
London pastorate and who more re- 
cently returned to Atlanta to serve 
again as pastor of the Baptist Taber- 
nacle church, was a doctor of medi- 
cine first and later became a doctor 
of divinity and a widely known min- 
ister. 

During his first pastorate here Dr. 
Broughton’s church employed Mrs. 
Georgia Barnett to do missionary 
work. On Decatur street Mrs. Barnett 
found two diseased women who could 
not gain admissions to either Grady 
or the other hospitals in the city.

eve to the prospect of being invited 
to the Rose 
of New Year's Day. 

The circumstances and the outcome 
will furnish plenty of appetizing de- 
hate around the holiday dinner tables, 
for these old rivals sewing into action 
at 11 o'clock in keeping with an old 
New England custom and will finish 
their battle before the nation’s other 
hig games get under way. 

Only a recurrence of the tie-game 
fever that gripped this series for three 
stre’ t years at one stre ch can pre- 
vent either Colgate or Brown from 
sharing any of the season's gridiron 
honors in sight. They are among only 
a half dozen major teams neither 
heaten nor tied. Each has compiled 
a sensational record. 

RALLYING TEAM. 


Brown's chief distinction rests in 
its ability to come from behind with 
a dazzling rally against heavy odds 
and formidable foes, Colgate, tread- 
ing an easier path, nevertheless has 
een highly impressive and established 
itself as the country’s only hig team 
to keep from being scored on.

NEW YORK, Nov. 23.—The most 
discouraging angle of the stuck mar- 
ket today was that the volume of trad- 
ing swelled at the expense of prices.

The _ selling denoted clearly in- 
creased spec ulative as well as iivest- 
ment liquidation by holders tired of 
waiting for market improvement. 

It had been expected some incen- 
tive would be furnished the market 
by the Hoover-Roosevelt debt cuonter- 
ence, and the failure of anything fa- 
vorable to be announced wus fvllow- 
ed by impatient speculative selling 
which touched off other selling orders 
— had been placed under the mar- 
et. 

Europeans did a small amount of 
buying early in the session and re- 
ports were current they had placed 
substantial orders for stocks under 
the market. These apparently were 
withdrawn in the afternoon trading 
when the market develo;ed _pro- 
nounced weakness, with final quota- 
tions around the lowest for the day 
and with the average price cf 30 rep- 
resentative industrials within about 2 
points of the low level reached in Oc- 
tober, 

At this low level the general share 
list three times has shown resistance 
to further pressure.

The establishment of another new 
low price for this year for sterling ex- 
change again directed attention to the 
improbability of any postponement of 
the foreign debt payments of $123,- 
000,000 due December 15. 

Some hope the downward movement 
in sterling exchange will be checked 
and perhaps reversed in trend is held 
out by reports that Morgan & Co., 
as the head of a syndicate, is making 
arrangements for the evtablishment 
here of a credit of $100,000,000 for 
the British government. 

As the pound sterling is considered 
the monetary medium for about one- 
half of the world’s foreign trade, the 
continued decline in its quetation is 
regarded with apprehension owing to 
its effect on world prices. 

CAR LOADINGS BETTER. 

Unfavorable influences which ap- 
peared today were announcement that 
the output of electricity for the week 
ending November 19 had shown a de- 
cline of 7.5 per cent compared with 
the same period last year aud 6.3 per 
cent reported the preceding week; and 
estimates that the operations of the 
steel jndustry this week would de- 
cline to 16 per cent compared with 
19 per cent last week. 

These unfavorable developments. 
however, were in some degree offsct 
by announcement that the car load- 
ings of the Pennsylvania railroad and 
of the New York Central for the week 
ending November 19 had shown an in- 
crease. A summary of the individual 
reports made so far by the common 
carriers would indicate a substantial 
betterment in the total figure to be 
announced on Saturday by the Amer- 
ican Railway Association.

Rabbit Pie Is Good Enough 


For Second Helpin

Nancy Page's family was having. 
rabbit pie for Thauksgiving dinner. | 
And it was good, too. Many people | 
think that rabbit has a strong flavor. | 
Most of this flavor exists only in| 
their imagination. But soaking the 
pieces of cut-up rabbit in a vinegar 
and water solution for a few hours 
seems to remove any lurking traces of 
strong flavor. 

The rabbits are cut up much as 
chicken is cut for fricassee. 

After standing in the vinegar water 
bath for a few hours, if desired, they 
are rinsed in cold water. — “as 

Then they are cooked in boiling, 
salted water until the meat is tender. 

After the water begins to boil the 
fire is turned low enough so that the 
meat mixture simmers rather than

After the meat-is tender the mak- 


ing of the pie starts. A baking dish 
is used. It may be lined with biscuit 
dough, although this procedure is not 
recommended. Nancy never put any 
crust in the bottom of the dish.
